DETAILED ACTION 

This office action is a response to Applicant's amendment submitted June 11, 
2009, wherein claims 4, 8, and 14 are amended. Claims 3, 4, 6-10, 13, and 14 are 
pending and are examined on the merits herein. 

Applicant's amendment submitted June 1 1 , 2009, wherein claims 4, 8, and 14 
are amended to recite a protected aspartic acid instead of a protected asparagine, is 
sufficient to remove the rejection of claims 4, 8, and 14 under 35 USC 112, first 
paragraph, for failing to comply with the written description requirement and to remove 
the rejection of claims 4, 8, and 14 under 35 USC 112, second paragraph, for 
indefiniteness. 

Claims 3, 6, 7, 9, 10, and 13 were previously indicated allowable. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the claimed 
methods and products are neither taught nor fairly suggested by the prior art, as 
discussed in the office action mailed March 11, 2009. Applicant's amendment 
submitted June 1 1 , 2009 is sufficient to remove the rejections under 35 USC 112, first 
and second paragraphs, as set forth above.
